ROADS: 


It was the purpose of your officers to continue the permanent 
improvement of the Waterville Valley road, and e special appropria- 
tion for rebuilding ® worn out section of the orad wss meade. State 
Aid was also secured for both roads and bridges. We were however, 
less fortunate in completing our plans then in previous years. 

The rain fall about May first, approximately four inches in twenty 
four hours, washed our road to the extent of $2000.00 damage and 
destroyed the old covered bridge at Goose Hollow ( soccalled) 

This was a severe blow to the Town .of Thornton, and we volunteered 
yo transfer our State Aid bridge money to that Town after our 
epplication had been approved and the plans completed for the 

High Brook Bridge. When it becamse definitely known that the new 
bridge could not be completed wntil November, we contributed 

labor and materials for the construction of a tempprary bridge 
which was used continuously from June to November. We did 
however, complete about half the State Aid road contemplated, 


FOREST FIRES: 


This unexpected and unusual road damage had hardly been 
completed when on July 135th the alarm was given from the Lookogts 
on Israel and Osceola, of a forest fire in the Beebe River section 
of Waterville, on the property of The Woodstock Lumber Company. 
This fire raged fiercely for three days, and then burned inter- 
mittently for several weeks. The burned area was more than 2000 
acres, and the expense of fire fighting considerably more than 
$5000.00. Our three largest owners of woods property contributed 
substantially to the expense of fire fighting, but the balance of 
$3340.00 to be shared bytthe Town and State in the amount of 
$1670.00 each, is a large unexpected increase to the years expense. 


As it was necessary for the Town to finance this fire 
expense until June 1924, it seemed best to discontinue our road 
operations for 1923 and use the money in the emergency until 
an appropriation could be made at the March meeting in 1924 to 
cover the fire expense. 


We have purchased and installed at the top of Broad’s Hill 
in Thornton, a permanent iron Warning Sign, approaching the steep 
hill with water bers. 


It is our purpose to request at the Town Meeting Merch 11, 
1924, such appropriation as may eneble us to continue the inter- 
rupted plan of permanent road improvement and, fire and flood 
permitting, this work will be startéd as soon as it is physically 
possible. 
We invite both your cooperation and criticism.
